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the law. We believe that every official 
nhould comply with his oath of ofllcc, 
and on failure to do MO he should be com- 
pelled to resign because at unfaithfulness 
to his trust. 


The immortal Lincoln said: "Let rev- 


erence of law be taught in schools and 
colleges, be written In prlmera and spell- 
ing books, be published from pulpits and 
proclaimed in legislative houses, and en- 
forced In the courts of justice—In short, 
let it become the political religion of the 
nation." 


\\'e endorse this sentiment, -"as do all 


the liberty-loving cltibzeris of our coun- 
try, irrespective of party. 
We believe 


that everv citizen of our atate should 
obey the law. 
If perchance there are 


laws on the statute books which any man 
thinks unjust, arbitrary or against the 
best interests of the people, that man as 
a good citizen should at once set about 
to have such laws amended or repealed; 
but as a good citizen, as a patriotic 
American, -while these laws are in fore*, 
it is his duty and should be his pleasure 
to obey them. The -want of respect for 
law is one of the great ev:lg of the day. 
llobocracy, anarchy, robbery by public 
officials and many other crimes are its 
fruits. 


Germans Are Law A.fa'rilng. 


Our opponents tell us that our German 


citizens will vote against us because • 
are in favor of maintaining the law. 
This does grave injustice to the great 
German - American population of our 
state. The German people are not un- 
patriotic: they are not In favor of an- 
archy and lawlessness. There is no class 
of our citizens which has higher respect 
for law and order; It is a part of their 
nature a&d education—a tradition 
from 


ancestors for generations; their idea of 
American citizenship is to be good citi- 
zens and patriots. They have no respect 
lor an officer who does not himself re- 
spect the law. 
They love liberty, they 


love personal liberty, but they also love 
their country, their adopted or - native 
state, and its institutions. They love 
their homes and their families, and like 
all othA good citizens, know that the 
home is the foundation of our republican 
form of government; that the obedience 
taught in the home Is but a model of 
their higher obedience as citizens of a 
great country. 


These great American citizens are ani- 


mated by an inherent spirit of honesty, 
and hatred of dishonesty in public offi- 
cials. They agree with our candidate for 
eupreme judge that "graft is theft." 
They believe that anyone guilty of taking 
money belonging to the people, whether 
the people of a city, county or state, is 
worse than a common thief who bur- 
glarizes your house or holds you up on 
the »treet. 


In our platform the Democratic party 


makes these pledges: "To use its utmost 
endeavors to eliminate graft and polit- 
ical corruption, and to prevent the per- 
manent lodgment of boss rule in the 
state." 


This promise we certainly shall carry 


out if elected. We realize that to do this 
we must have the help of nil good citi- 
zens, irrespective of party, who are op- 
posed to bossism, graft and corruption. 


"We favor the raising of all revenue 
recessary' for state expenses, without 
• ailing upon the counties, also that each 
rounty shall have home rule to raise only 
what it needs for its own affairs and 
what its own citizen* may authorize." 
This certainly is In harmony with the 
•wishes of the masses of the people. 


"We favor the assessment of ste»tn 


railroads and all other nubile service cor- 
porations at their salable value. 


"We also favor the enactment of laws 


•whereby all franchises and privileges 
shall be taxed as other property." 


This law or a similar one has been de- 


clared constitutional In Xew York. We 
believe it is right and just that all prop- 
erties whose value lies in their fran- 
chises should pay their share of the pub- 
lic burden. 


We favor "giving to each and every 


citizen equal rights and protection, and 
to each individual the greatest liberty 
possible consistent with the general good 
and 
the proper consideration of the 
rights of others." 


This does not mean license to anyone 


to do evil, or to violate the law. 
Tb«> 
great Democratic party has always been 
In favor of law and obedience to law; it 
Itellevea in the greatest possible liberty 
for the individual consistent with the 
jrenfral good and the proper considera- 
tion of the rights of others. Every good 
citizen believes in this, and he shows hi.« 
good faith as a. member of the commu- 
nity, and his patriotism as a good citizen 
of the state, by standing by the laws, 
which, so long as they are on the statute 
books, are supposed and must be pr»- 
siim^d to represent the voice of the 
people. 


Horr.e Rule. 


. "We believe in home rule for village 
and city, particularly as to all public 
utilities, including the 
ownership of 
street railways as well as waterworks 
and lighting plants: that any such own- 
ership shall be made by a vote of the 
peoplp and be safeguarded by the merit 
system." 


The ownership by cities of lighting and 


water 
plants 
has become 
common 


throughout the state, and in most cases 
has proven satisfactory to the people: 
thpre seems to be no reason why a street 
railway can not be owned by any city, 
but whether this is a wise thing for any 
city to <3o is a matter that should be left 
entirely to the people of such city, to be 
decided by them by a majority vote of 
their citizens. It is true that there is at 
this time an honest difference of opinion 
as to city ownership of street railroads, 
but there is no difference of opinion as 
to the rights of the people as against the 
dishonest practices of corporations in 
giving, and cf members of council in re- 
ceiving, bribes by which the rishts of the 
people in contracts and franchises are 
than their value. There certainly is "a 
ueneral belief that if the people of cities, 
towns and villages can not have their 
rights under the present system, they 
will demand that some other plan shall 
be adopted, and as a final resort all will 
vote to try the experiment of ownership 
by the cities themselves, even of street 
raflronds. rather than continue to be 
fobbed 
by corporations and 
corrupt 


officials.

"We condemn the unfair treatment of 


the agricultural Interests of tho state at 
the hnndn of the Republican party." 


It 
Vfn.ii not the Republican party, as 


such, that wa<? responsible for this treat- 
ment. hut ihe boys-ridden members of 
the legislature, who had appropriated 
more money than the state had Income, 
HO the governor was obliged to cut down. 
While under no circumstances would I 
accuse him of intentionally doing a gross 
Injustice to the farming class, I think he 
was influenced by the pressing demands 
of some of these bosses, and possibly 
failed to exercise his better judgment. 


Abolish Fee System. 


"We condemn the present fee system 


and demand the enactment of a reason- 
able salary law." 


The Garber salary law passed by the 
last Democratic legislature some 15 years 
ago was repealed by the Republican leg- 
islature after It had been in operation 
only a few months. 
During all these 


years there has been a demand for a. fair 
salary law for county officials. 
The 


bosses in control of the Republican party 
have failed to meet this demand, because 
they desired to increase the incomes of 
their followers. The people should know 
just what compensation everv officer re- 
ceives. and instead 
of this being the 


largest sunv possible, it should be a rea- 
sonable amount, and no more. 
Public 


office is not a place for great profit; on 
the contrary, the man who serves as a 
Irustee for the people should receive only 
a reasonable compensation. The man 
who sees only the dollars in any public 
office and loses sight of its honors will 
likely think more of Increasing his bank 
account than of serving the public. 


The correct view of public life is that 


every officer or employe is a trustee for 
the people, a guardian of their interests 
and their money, and that as such trus- 
tee or such guarfiian it Is his fluty to 
administer the affairs of his office and 
protect the intarests of his wards — the 
people — with oven more care and greater 
diligence. If possible, than he would his 
own. 


"We faver the rigid inspection and 


supervision of state and private banks." 
Is it not singular that with the many 


instances of embezzlement as shown by 
the number of criminals in the Ohio pen- 
itentiary, there is no law worthy of the 
name on tills subject? Hundreds of thou- 
sand* of dollar* hav« been lost by our 
citizens during ta« last few years, and 
yet nothing has been done. Every safe- 
guard possible should be thrown by 
means of the law about an institution or 
individual who holds or receives money 
belonging to the people. Satisfied as I 
am that in the great majority of cases 
these bank failures haj£ been caused by 
speculatioim'were I a member of the leg- 
islature I would insist upon a provision 
that no officer or director should be 
chosen who would not take an oath that 
he would not, directly or indirectly, en- 
gage in' speculation or gambling-, and for 
the violation of this provision I would 
Inflict 
the heaviest penalty possible. 


Nine-tenths of the losses In national 
banks, as well as in state and private in- 
stitutions, have been caused by specula- 
tion in stock or grain gambling, in nei- 
ther of which has an officer any right to 
engage while he is s. trustee of other peo- 
ple's money. 


"We favor legislation which will make 


unlawful the giving to or accepting by 
public officials of railroad passes." 
Since the acceptance of gifts by the 
great chief justice of England, has there 
ever been a. time when the majority of 
the people of any commonwealth be- 
lieved it was right for any officer to ac- 
cept a grift? Are our common pleas and 
Supreme court justices men of stronger 
character? 
Suppose we admit that our 


judges are pure, and certainly the judi- 
ciary of Ohio has been, with but few ex- 
ceptions, c.in.posed of men of great in- 
tegrity; the people have been proud of 
them, and yet how difficult it must be 
for the best of them not to be influenced 
by the presence of a pocketful of passes. 
Some of them in trying not to be influ- 
enced might go too far against the giver. 
I do not believe that the judges -would 
intentionally be irejudiced. only that. 
being the recipient of gifts, which are the 
same as so much money, they would be 
unintentionally influenced. Certainly less 
can not be said of the members of the 
legislature, any one of whom can secure 
passes for himself, his friends and -ward 
workers lor tn« asking. How difficult It 
must be even -with a man -who tries to 
be honest, to vote justly under such cir- 
cumstances. 


Few if any persons look upon a rail- 


road pass as a bribe, and yet if the value 
in money were given by the company to 
a judge, officer or a member of the legis- 
lature, would it not be so called? It is 
a disgrace to our state that there is no 
statute against all officers and members 
of 
the 
legislature 
receiving railroad 
passes or gilts. 


"We favor the initiative and referen- 


dum, 
especially with reference to the is- 


suance of municipal and county bonds 
and the granting: of public franchises." 


"No franchise extension or renewal 


thereof should be granted by county, city 
or village without first submitting It to 
a vote of the people." 


The initiative may not be fully under- 


stood by the masses of the people, though 
it is said to give satisfaction in the states 
that have adopted it. The principle of 
the referendum, however, is familiar to 
all. and is not only good Democratic doc- 
trine. but is in full accord with the judg- 
ment of all parties: the want of its ap- 
plication by the legislature has had much 
to do in increasing the debts of many 
towns, cities and counties. 


"We favor the repeal of all special lim- 


itations as to the time in which criminal 
prosecution may be begun for bribery in 
election." 


The man -who sells his vote and the 


man -who buys It are both criminals: the 
alter the greater one. Both should be 
followed to the last days of their lives. 
and if convicted, should be punished by 
fine and imprisonment, and forever dis- 
franchised. The corruption of tho ballot 
is a crime against the state, and will do 
more than any one thing to impair Uie 
foundations of the republic.

to state affairs.

They 
were men of sobriety, men of character, 
rncn on whom the arts and wllen of the 
politician had no inoi'f effect than a drop 
of water on u mountain of granite. They 
noemetl to realize that they were there 
for n purpose, and that purpose WHS to 
name a ticket and make u platform 
which would meet the approval not only 
of the members of the party they repre- 
sented, but of the Kood citizens of all 
parties. They, seemed to realize the duty 
mid Imperative necessity to proclaim the 
tiattlerry which would rid our beloved 
state of bossism and graft, and give back 
to the people their heritage of free and 
untramrneled Independence and liberty. 


It remains for you and the voters 'to 


decide on the 7th day 
of November 


whether the work of this great body of 
representative men shall be approved or 
rejected. 


On the 24th of May there was held 


at Columbun another convention, under 
the auspices of the groat Republican 
party, or to speak more- correctly, under 
the supervision and dictation of certain 
bosses and so-called leaders of that 
party. 
This was not a representative 


body of the people, but It was a repre^ 
sentative body of the bosses, both great 
and small, or rather of the one mighty 
boss and hlii followers. The whole ticket 
was planned beforehand, and it IB said 
that the pre-ordained nominee for gover- 
nor was not permitted even to select thft 
man of bis choice to place him in nomi- 
nation, as one worthy to occupy the ex- 
ecutive chair. 


It is difficult for free citizens of Ohio 


to heallza that a candidate for the high- 
est office In the gift of the people should 
find such a course necessary and should 
feel compelled to submit to the degrada- 
tion of thus proving his serfdom to the 
boss. Everything was previously plan- 
ned, 
the platform meaningless; no mem- 


ber was allowed to express any opinion 
or sentiment, or to make any protest 
against the dictation of the imperious 
and triumphant boss. 


Even Ohio's great cltibzen. Secretary 


Taft, would not have been permitted to 
preside over this body had he dared to 
express himself against the boss and his 
methods, as had been his wont on any 
and all former occasions. Is it true that 
the boss can make and unmake gover- 
nors and senators, and that he must be 
"reckoned with" before any Ohio Repub- 
lican can expect to reach the presidency? 


It is for you and the voters of Ohio on 


the 7th day of November to say whether 
you will approve the action of such a 
convention or whether you will reject It. 


The Brannock Bill. 


We arraign Governor Herrick for his 


attempt to trample on the constitution, 
for his efforts against the Brannock bill, 
in interfering with the legislative depart- 
ment by threatening to use his veto to 
prevent the honest and lawful expression 
of the general assembly and the wishes 
of a great majority of the people of the 
state. The Brannock bill as originally 
passed by a large majority vote of both 
branches of the legislature was a fair 
measure for the protection of the people 
living in residence districts who did not 
want saloons in their midst. It was just 
and in the interest of the home and the 
people; it was in strict harmony with the 
principles of home rule. 
The measure 


had been thoroughly discussed in the 
legislature and by the press, and there 
was every evidence that it was favored 
by the great masses of the people. The 
governor had a right to veto this or any 
other measure if he thought it was un- 
constitutional or was vicious legislation 
or against the best interests of the state, 
but he had no right to interfere with the 
legislative department while they were 
performing their duties, and he had no 
right to veto, or threaten to veto, this or 
any other measure that was for the best 
interests of the people, at the dictation 
of any special interest or because of any 
pre-election promise made in return for 
contribution to a corrupt campaign fund. 


We arraign Governor Herrick for his 


subservience to the great boss of Ohio, 
as indicated by his own efforts and the 
efforts of his party friends to induce the 
boss to consent to and approve of his 
nomination. 


We charge that the governor and his 
strong political friends were obliged to 
ask the boss to approve of his candidacy; 
that he did ask this approval either per- 
sonally or by his leaders, and that it was 
thus obtained. We believe that the power 
of the boss was so great and his "organ- 
ization" so strong that the great masses 
of honest Republicans throughout the 
state realized that no successful fight 
could be made against his supremacy in 
me convention. 


We charge the governor that In the 


interest of bossisro, if not at the behest 
of the boss himself, he approved the bill 
doing away with spring elections. 


We charge the governor with the ap- 


proval of measures involving, in the ag- 
gregate, large sums of money for the 
needless increase of salaries and for sal- 
aries of additional employes whose ser- 
vices were not necessary. 
We charge him with improperly using 


his executive influence by threats and 
otherwise with members of the legisla- 
ture to secure the passage of the in- 
iquitous inheritance tax law. 


We arraign the governor for approving 


the school code, -which -we believe was 
drawn or advised by George B. Cox. and 
was intended to partlsanize the -whols 
school system of the state. 


We arraign the governor for approving 


the new municipal code bill after it had 
been changed to suit the boss. 
We charge that the making of vice 


mayors and various boards and providing 
for the large Increase in salaries of vari- 
ous officers was in the interest of the 
"organization" and not for the benefit of 
the people. 


The Bonding Sill. 


We arraign the governor for his ap- 


proval of the bonding bill, which -was to 
compel all individuals, trustees and all 
officials to secure bonds in bonding com- 
panies at one-half of 1 per cent on the 
total liability to be paid, and that tiiis 
was enacted for the benefit of certain 
corporations and not in the interest of 
the people. 


We arraign th« governor for his ap- 


proval of a bin which repealed all the 
accounting provisions of the original law. 
so tliat no record of the expenses in- 
curred and money received is now kept 
by the state auditor, as the original law 
required. 


We arraign Uie governor for his ap- 


proval of the ^Hl to gerrymander the 
Seventh Judicial district, so as to put 
two judges out of office simply because 
they were members o' a different party. 
and to constitute a second subdivision 
and to provide for the election therein of 
two additional judges -who were not 
needed. W« chaijre this wa» done to pro- 
vide places for political friends and was 
not done in lh« interest of justjce_ 


\Ve charg" Governor Merrich and the 
last legislature with continuing in oifftr— 
persons who dir*7 money from the state 
treasury and did no s-r^ic*. 


We ask the gnvernor to explain wheth- 


er the people of the slate received suffi- 
cient benefits in ihe ye»r 1900 over thos* 
of 3WO. to justify the rxp"n<*> <if the 
various departments 3n the slalehous* oT 
fl,OJS.30].4< in ISM as affai-i*t tSSfl.o"*.** 
in 1SPO.

There was a flicht for reform In St

«ood Hltlzens of all parties. 
There wii 


a battle for honest government a few 
years ago In Minneapolis, and Ihe bonf 
jirid 
his tlJeving associates were de- 


throned. Philadelphia was the byword 
of the nation — a place where graft and 
corruption held high carnival for many 
years. Jt Is said that over ."0,000 voter 
were registered of pen-ons who^e bodiex 
were in the graveyards! and of others who 
exl»wd only In name, arid that certain 
corporations and Individuals shared 
In 


the wholesale plunder. Franchises wert 
sold and purchased at the expense of th? 
people, and 
you 
will remember thai 


Wanamaker a few years ago offered tin 
oily council two and one-half millions of 
dollars for a certain franchise which the 
council was giving away; his offer war 
rejected, and the people of that great 
city failed to rise up and assert their 
manhood. At last one courageous man, 
Mayor Weaver, took the role of reformer. 
and has turned the rascals out. and the 
people of Philadelphia are 
once more 


owners of their own city. The people of 
Milwaukee have for years suffered from 
all kinds of petty and grand larceny, and 
now a grand jury has found over 100 In- 
dictments. 


Conditions are doubtless many tlm«» 


wwse In »ur own great city of Cincin- 
nati. 
The people there can not secure 


even a grand jury without the consent of 
the boss. The conversion of one of the 
M>-called leaders in Cincinnati into an 
honest man would be a volcano, and his 
tales of plunder, by their magnitude and 
brazenness, would surprise even the tem- 
porarily cowed citizens of that great cny. 


The Democratic party, and with us, we 


believe, all good citizens of all parties, 
are making this great campaign not only 
to have an honest government In Cincin- 
nati, but we are making a fight in behalf 
of the whole state — a state the proudest, 
imd in our opinion, the greatest common- 
wealth in all the bright constellation of 
states, a state that has since its founda- 
tion had a history not only unique but 
one filled -with the best of American life 
and American manhood. 


It has been asserted by apologists for 


the present organization of the Republi- 
can party of Ohio,_ that corruption and 
graft have always existed; that the mor- 
als of the present day are better than 
ever before, and that the many recent 
exposures of rascality in office are the 
result merely of an enlightened public 
conscience, and 
of greater publicity, 


which have brought to light these evi- 
dences of graft. 


I deny that stealing and corruption 


must be expected as necessary incidents 
to the administration of public affairs. 
Stealing and corruption are not only 
necessary incidents to, but are the foun- 
dation principles of an administration by 
bosses and gangsters. There can be no 
such thing as a "good boss" or an "hon- 
est boss" in politics. All bosses and their 
attendant gangsters depend for their ex- 
istence on spoliation and_ plunder. 


Nor is it true, as asserted, that any 
greater publicity now aids in exposing 
corruption. Boodiers and corruptionists 
do not work in the bright sunlight of 
publicity; their deeds are dark, and they 
work under the cover of darkness. What 
criminal gives to the public press infor- 
mation regarding the size or method of 
his graft? What officer or agent of a 
corporation has come forward voluntar- 
ily and confessed that the council of a 
certain city, or that the bosses acting 
for them, had demanded and were given 
$100,000 for certain' J rights 'and immuni- 
ties? 
What member of the legislature 


has \-oluntarily made public admission of 
the fact that in the last session he was 
compelled to vote for -measures which 
neither his conscience nor his judgment 
approved; and that for such service'' he 
had received so many tainted dollars or 
a promise of another term in the legis- 
lature? No, the plain facts are that the 
reason there are now so many discov- 
eries of wholesale corruption in office is 
that under the baleful reign of bossism 
all over the country there is more 
boodling, more robbery than ever before 
in its history. 
Grafting has become so 


common, so brazen, that its 
exposures 
cease to occasion surprise or wonder. 


Get Rid of Grafters. 


It is time that all the people were be- 


coming aroused on, the subject of graft 
and grafters, and, as in all matters of 
wrong, the American people, when once 
aroused, will provide a remedy. They 
have already come to the conclusion that 
the only way to get rid of grafting 
is to get rid of grafters, and the- 
only way to get rid of grafters is to 
get rid of bossism, of which grafters and 
grafting are always the necessary attend- 
ants. I believe they will do it, and do it 
at the first opportune moment. 


A convention of Republicans In Mor- 


row county voiced "the sentiments not 
only of the masses of the members of 
that party in that county, but also of 
the great majority "of all panics in Mor- 
row county, and not in Morrow county 
only, but in every county in the state. 
Had this band of good citizens gone a 
step farther and resolved to favor and 
support all candidates who are making a. 
fight against grafters and grafting in the 
state of Ohio, they would have fully met 
the issues of this campaign. 


They said: "We earnestly endorse 


President Roosevelt in his untiring and 
heroic efforts to extirpate graft and cor- 
ruption wherever found in public life. 
and to secure to every man a "square 
deal." 


The other resolution passed by this 


Morrow county convention was as fol- 
lows: "We expect our representative 
whom we shall nominate this day to 
govern his official actions tn accordance 
with the wishes and interests of his con- 
stituents, even if such course be not sus- 
tained by the advice of party leaders cr 
the decision of party caucuses." 


When in the history of Ohio did any 


convention ever before think it necessary 
to instruct its candidate for representa- 
tive that if elected he must comply with 
the condition of his. oath, be honest and 
decent, legislate for the people, and not 
at the bidding and dictation of a corrupt 
boss? 


When in the history of our great state. 


ufttil the year 1S«4. would a member of

istence of a corrupt court In any of 
the old nations of the world waw never 
brought about because the people were 
corrupt and sunken in morals, and the 
corruption in officials of our state ana 
cities Is not of itself an Indication thai 
the great ma sites of the people are cor- 
rupt. 


It is true, however, that the existence 


of corruption, grafting and dishonesty in 
public officials has and always will have 
a most degrading effect on the character 
of a community or commonwealth, and 
unless stopped, the corruption will per- 
meate every possible avenue of society, 
and avarice and personal aggrandize- 
ment, personal gain or supposed prefer- 
ment and honors, will he used as so 
many enticements to tempt the weak to 
deliver up- their consciences, (heir sood 
characters and their goncl n«Tie«. This 
loss of character in a commani«y can not 
be measured by gold: its value is above 
money; it is above all price. 


For 12 years the chains have been forg- 


ing about thi liberties of 
the. people. 


During a large portion of this time the 
bosses have controlled both brandies ol 
the 
general assembly. an«i while the 


*~""lt majority of the members have been 
Honest men they have been uomlnatea 
by the bosses and by party caucuses con- 
trolled by the bosses, and have enacted 
taws against the interests of the people. 
They hava virtually given away fran- 
chises of untold value in 
Cincinnati 


Cleveland and elsewhere. They have in 
sreased salaries of officers, some of whom 
were already overpaid for the duties per- 
formed. They have multiplied offices for 
party henchmen at the expense of the 
taxpayers. They have rewarded mem- 
bers of the legislature by granting re- 
quests for special legislation, involving 
in many cases the expenditure of tne 
public funds, in order to secure their 
votes for the boss. 


It is, however, during the last few 


years that this bossism has become so 
pronounced and so unbearable as to 
awaken general revolt. There has been 
a complete loss of liberty in Cincinnati 
and other cities, and in many of the vil- 
lages and counties of the state. Until 
recently the better element of the Re- 
publican party still had faith in the peo- 
ple, in themselves, and in their influence 
and power to overcome and strangle the 
monster of bossism that was sapping 
their liberties and overthrowing all their 
plans for the welfare of their party and 
the interests of the people. 


The repeal of the right of the people 


to have spring elections, whereby they 
could elect men on account of their merit 
and honesty without being biased by 
partisanship; the. vicious legislation to 
rob ihej state of its canals in order to 
make millions of money for the boss and 
his friends; and the crowning act of in- 
famy in the governor's forcing legislation 
taxing not only the living but the dead 
in order to secure enough money to make 
good the extravagant appropriations for 
state purposes, thinking that the half- 
million or more thus obtained would not 
show on the tax duplicate, and that 
therefore the people would not cry out 
against what has proven to be the most 
extravagant, if not the most reckless, 
legislature that ever -asembled in Ohio — 
these are some of the crimes in the long 
catalogue chargeable to bosses and boss- 
Ism in Ohio. But the grand culmination 
came when the convention held at Co- 
lumbus, May 25th last, gave conclusive 
proof that George B. Cox dominated its 
actions and. dictated' its nominees, and 
that his empire had taken, in the entire 
state of Ohio.

SIX ARE KILLED 


IN THE RIOT 


CIENFUEGOS, CUBA, THE SCENE 


OF A BLOODY POLITICAL 


AFFRAY. 


Troops Hurried To 
Scene—Serious 


Trouble Is Now Feared At Points

Havana, Sept. 23. — Congressman 


Enrique Villuendas, Liberal leader, 
and the chief of poiice of the city of 
Cicnfuegos were killed during a con- 
flict 
at 
Cienfuegos 
between 
the 


two political parties, the Liberals and 
the Moderates. The government ad- 
vices say the police had information 
that within the hotel in which Villuen- 
das resided a quantity of arms had 
been deposited, and they went to the 
hotel to investigate the matter. As 
the police ascended the stairs they 
were met by a party of Liberals, who 
fired on them, Killing Chief of Police 
Illance. The police returned the fire, 
killing Villuendas and wounding sev- 
eral others. Intense excitement pre- 
vails at Cienfuegos and Havana. 


Later news from Cienfuegos says 


that six persons were killed and 25 
wounded during the conflict. Dis- 
patches to the government say that 
besides Congressman Villuendas and 
Chief of Police Illance, two policemen 
were killed and a number of police- 
men, and civilians wounded. Rural 
guards are around the entire block in 
which the hotel Suizo, the scene of the 
affair, is situated. One telegram says 
that Villuendas fired the shot which 
killed the chief of police, while accord- 
ing to another telegram the shot was 
fired by Jose Fernandez, a Liberal, 
who has been arrested. A search of 
the hotel 
revealed 
two dynamite 


bombs I» .the room occupied by "Viilu- 
'endas. 


The administration sent a train of 


five cars.loaded with rural guards, the 
largest number of whom are destined 
for Cienfuegos, while the others will 
be distributed in Matanzas and Santa 
Clara, where advices received by the 
government indicate serious trouble 
may occur at any time. 
The train 


also carries artillery, and the troops 
are supplied with 13,000 rounds of am- 
munition.

OBSTACLES LIE IN PATH OF PRO- 


POSED MUTUALIZATION OF 


COMPANY. 


Ex-President;s Letter Read at Inquiry 


Hyde's Syndicate Operations Are 


Taken Up. 


New York. Sept. 23.—A long letter 


from Grover Cleveland, who is a trus- 
tee for the 
pollcy-hokleres in the 


Equitable Life association under the 
Ryan trust agreement, was read at the 
session of the insurance investigating 
committee. Mr. Cleveland detailed the 
progress of the trustees in mutual- 
izing the company and said: "The 
obstacles that lie in the path of the 
proposed mutualization are so inhe- 
rent that even with the greatest study 
and care they can not bo easily over- 
come." 
In conclusion Mr. Cleveland 


said: "In common witli all others who 
desire the best conditions in this im- 
portant field of business, where peo- 
ple have so much at stake, the trus- 
tees, acting for the policy-holders of 
the Equitable society, will gladly wel- 
come any aid in their work which may 
result from the labors of your com- 
mittee." 


Syndicate operations of the Equit- 


able were taken up by the committee. 
Henry R. Winthrop. assistant secre- 
tary and financial manager of that so- 
ciety, was called to the stand, and 
swore to a record of syndicate partici- 
pations of his company: also to a rec- 
ord of sales and purchases of securi- 
ties for the past five years. He de- 
tailed as far as he was sble the trans- 
actions of the syndicate of "J. H. Hyde 
and associates," and took memoranda 
of all information he was unable to 
supply, which is to be presented at a 
later date. One of the operations was 
in Atlantic Coast line bonds, in which 
"J. H. Hyde and associates, the Equit- 
able participating as a member," paid 
?1,37G,09C on call and received $114,- 
500 profits. Mr. Winthrop said there 
was nothing on the Equitable books to 
show who are the associates nor what 
are Hyde's personal profits. The Equit- 
able Life society participated also in a 
Union Pacific syndicate in. the name 
of J. H. Hyde, and when asked by 
what authority the _ society assumed 
the responsibility of Mr. Hyde's per- 
sonal, operations, Mr. Winthrop pro- 
duced the minutes of the finance com- 
mittee in July, 1903,' showing a writ- 
ten assignment to the; company by Mr. 
Hyrle of his interest in this syndicate. 
The society had paid into that syndi- 
cate $1,670,000. Mtici of the informa- 
tion desired in regard^ to these syndi- 
cate operations Mr. Winthrop said he 
would have to look 'up and supply 
later. 


Thomas A. Buckner, vice president 


of the New York Life Insurance com- 
pany, described the agency system of 
the company and the method of paying 
bonuses. 
A "Nylic" system inaug- 


urated by the company/, separating the 
agents who create <-;business into 
grades according to term of service, 
was explained, and these bonuses. Mr. 
Buckner testified., were charged to re- 
nevral premiums. Moneys received by 
agents, from "Nylic." Mr. Buckner 
said, were in addition to the reguiar 
agents' commissions. Witness said 
when asked how expensive such a sys- 
tem might be, that the total payments 
to "N^lic" members aggregated less 
than 1 per cent of the total premiums. 
Mr. Buckner was imable ,to supply a 
considerable amount of information, 
but will do so later.

The one to the Cleveland Insane hospital 
was reduced only $1.000. .-mil to the Mas- 
sillon hospital ST.000, while all the rest 
were cut from 815,000 to $40,000. Did tbe 
locutions make the difference to the gov- 
ernor? 
If not, what did? 


The farmer seems to have been 
re- 


garded by "-e governor as the least im- 
portant to him and the machine. A bill 
was passed appropriating 5149,700 for tne 
promotion of higher research and educa- 
tion in agricultural matter?. This sum 
was to be divided among the State Agri- 
cultural college, the State Dairy associa- 
tion, the State Agricultural Experemint 
station and the State Horticultural so- 
ciety. At b(?st the amount was too small, 
and as compared to appropriations along 
other lines for other purposes, was nig- 
gardly. But what did- the governor do? 
He pruned this amount to the tune of 
$95,000. thug leaving an appropriation cj 
only S54.70U, a sum so small as to make ft 
practically useless. 


In 1902 an act was passer] creating the 


bureau of uniform aceouiUine. This law 
was unnecessary, but contained a pro- 
vision that tended trj prevent graft on 
the part of those whd'served under it. It" 
required -that supervisors and inspectors 
should return their expense accounts and 
per diem to the state auditor, who should 
enter them of record, collect the account 
from the proper officer in each taxpayiiig 
body, cover the money into the state 
treasury to the credit of the public juta!t 
expense fund and pay the supervisors on 
vouchers drawn against that fund. Tbi= 
rr-ads a record of moneys collected an'' 
disbursed under this act. and any smutt 
or misappropriation of funds could be 
discovered and traced..•-The last legisla- 
ture amended this act and repealed those 
parts tlrat served as a safeguard against 
overcharges or wrongful use of public 
moneys. Under the new law the super- 
visors collect the bil!s of expense, the 
money is not turned into the state treas- 
ury, there is no requirement that it shall 
be accounted for. and there is to be no 
record made of it. What was the result 
of this change in the law? The first an- 
nual report of the salaries, fees and ex- 
penses shows them to have been $15,- 
^13.02, divided between the auditor, three 
deputy supervisors and a clerk. The 
second or last annual report shows that 
salaries, fees and expenses amounted to 
S49.S50.9J, di\-;tlcd between State Auditor 
Guilbert ar.d 30 assfet^nls. At the same 
ratio of increas". the next report would 
show about 
S200.C10 collected ar.d dis- 


bursed. Is this all for the greatest good 
of the whole people, or for graft? 
We 


await explanation ar.d answer from the 
machine or the governor. With this we 
leave this issue, with a promise of more 
on the same subject during the 
cam- 


paign.
